San Andres counts as a separate country for DXCC and as NA-033 for the 
IOTA award and QSLs go via Club Log OQRS. 


Willi DJ7RJ will be active again as FH/DJ7RJ from Mayotte Island in the Indian 
Ocean from 15th October — 4th November. He will be on all bands but as usual will 
concentrate on the low bands, in particular 160m. QSL to his home call. 


Rene DL2JRM will reactivate his Maltese callsign 9H3YY from 18th — 22nd October. 
QSL to the home call. 


A multi-national team will sign VP6R from Pitcairn Island from 18th October — Ist 
November. They will operate all bands and all modes. QSL via Club Log OQRS. 
Pitcairn Island was where the mutineers from HMS Bounty made their home in 1790.
